The Eighth District Court of

You Would Think MacArthur Started It All 


Friday, May 18, 1951. 


Horses And Smoke Stacks 


We are part of the tiny minority which would 


rather see smoke stacks poking toward the sky 
on the flats over at Arroyo, instead of race 
horses whirling around a track. 


The fact that the track is the most elegant 


piece of construction In these parts—a veritable 
showplace—doesn't make It any easier to stom- 
ach. 
A smokestack can look elegant, too, to 


young people debating where to spend the rest 
of their lives, as a couple of them testified at 
a meeting of the Lions Club the other day. 


Yet the race track is more symbolic of the 


times than the uninteresting factory. 
The 


philosophy of the "easy buck", about which a 
few people are beginning to express misgivings, 
requires a race track. It's the quickest way of 
turning a dollar while someone else works— 
the horse, in this case. 


Nature made this area a natural location for 


a race track with huge populations to draw on 
from the east, north and west. 
Nature also 


made this area the natural location for an in- 
dustrial epic like the coveyor belt between the 
Ohio River and the Great Lakes. 


In the upside-down way things happen, the 


race track arrived first. 


Fantastic Delay 


It has been 38 year* sine* Ohio's congres- 


sional districts were laid out. 
Villages have 


grown 1o be cities. Towns have disappeared. 
Population has grown 90 per cent. Farmlands 
have been converted into suburbs. 


The redistricting of 1613 has only an acci- 


dental relationship to Ohio's population as dis- 
tributed today. 
One of the state's 22 districts 


has nearly a million Inhabitants; at the other 
extreme is a district with less than 170,000. In 
the meantime, for lack of redistricting, Ohio 
has one representative with no district at all, 
which is contrary to the arrangement outlined 
In the Constitution. 


Why has this happened? 
The answer is partisan politics. 
Members 


of the General Assembly have been so eager 
to milk political advantage out of redistricting 
that they were unable to approach the problem 
rationally. But now they have another chance, 
and another challenge. 


The 1950 census has provided up-to-date fig- 


ures. 
The General Assembly has a lopsided 


majority—big enough to push through a redis- 
tricting bill. The Republicans who have this 
majority should forget partisanship long enough 
to support the proposal outlined by s subcom- 
mittee of the House of Representatives. 


The strategy of administration 


spokesmen has been of a pattern 
—General MacArthur is a mili- 
tarist; he seeks an all-out war 
with 
Soviet 
Russia; he lacks 


judgment; the President cannot 
have an atomic war on his con- 
science. 


It is amazing how impudently 


and unabashedly this argument 
is being 
pursued. One 
would 


imagine that it was General Mac- 
Arthur who built up the Russian 
war potential by making an un- 
conditional lend-lease of 11 bil- 
lion dollars to Stalin. Actually, it 
was Franklin D. Roosevelt, who, 
disregarding the whole of Rus- 
sian history with its insatiable 
land hunger, went to the support 
of Stahn after June 22. 1941, 
without making a contract as to 
the terms of American aid and 
the limits of Russian expansion. 
At that time, General MacArthur 
was in the Philippines and was 
not consulted and did not have to 
be. 


Nor was he consulted at the 


Teheran and Yalta conferences 
at which the United States made 


j it possible for Stalin to expand 


into China; to take Manchuria as 
suzerain; to re-establish Russian 
power in the ports of Dairen and 
Port Arthur, seized from China 
by Russia as a result of the secret 
Ll-Lobanoff Treaty (1896); taken 
from Russia by Japan in 1905; 
reverting to China in accordance 
with the Cairo agreement of Nov. 
26, 1943;—restored to Russia by 
Mr. Roosevelt and Mr. Churchill 
by the Teheran 
agreement of 


Dec. 1, 1943. and the Yalta agree- 
ment of Feb. 11, 1945. 


GENERAL 
MacArthur 
had 


nothing to do with any of that, 
except that he was ordered into 
Korea suddenly and unprepared 
because our position in Japan had 
become imperiled June 25, 1950. 


Then he was told to fight North 


Korea and Soviet China, but not 
to risk war with Soviet Russia, 
an enterprise which already has 
cost the American people more 
than 65.000 casualties and more 
than 11,000 lives, if those figures 
are complete, which I doubt. 


General George C. Marshall 


seems not to be familiar with the 
geography of Manchuria, Korea 
and the Maritime Provinces of 
Siberia. Moving into Korea from 
the sea is like banging your head 
against a stone wall. 


Actually, the simplest way to

conquer Korea is to go into Man-i 
churia through Dairen and Port 
Arthur, to center on Mukden or 
Changchun and then to move 
into Korea from the west. An- 
other way, available only when 
navigation is possible, is through 
Vladivostok, the Siberian port 
and then down the passes into 
Korea. 


The alternative to that is a 


vast air campaign west of the 
Yalu, striking at bases in Man- 
churia, I know this entire area 
first-hand, from many visits to it. 
One cannot get .the feel of this 
terrain without having been in it. 
General Marshall speaks of Man-. 
churia, Korea 
and 
Siberia 
as 


though it were level land like a 
Kansas prairie. 


It would seem from the attl- 


| tude of President Truman that we 


I are caught in a trap from which 
1 we cannot fight. What then are 


I we to do? The logic of their po- 
' sition cannot be the appeasement 


i of Stalin. Due to Teheran, Yalta 
' and Pbtsdam, he is sitting pretty. 
1 All he needs to do is to bang off 


, weak nations and to look forward 
' to continued appeasement by the 
United States. 


IF YOU WERE Stalin, sitting In 


the Kremlin under such circum- 
stances, what would you do? You 
are told by the highest authority 
in the United Slates, the Presi- 
dent himself, that he will not 
risk an atomic war. 


He will go up to that, but no 


further. So, what would you do? 
Try to think the problem out as 
StaKn would. You would take 
every soft spot on earth, threaten- 
ing an atomic war. until the 
United States either had to put 
up or shut up. That is exactly 
what Stalin is doing. He must ex- 
pect the United States to back 
away after having read the Mar- 
shall testimony. 


It would seem that the real 


alternative to war that the Pres- 
ident and General Marshall offer 
the American people is complete 
withdra\val from world leader- 
ship—a complete and total isola- 
tion, strictly minding our own 
business and doing nothing that 
would annoy Stalin so that he 
will not attack the United States. 


Perhaps Dean Acheson c^uld

Iranian Switch 


If diplomats have any sense of humor left, 


they must be grinning over the ironic circum- 
stances in Iran. 


The United States is pulling for a go-slow 


policy against Iranian nationalists who have 
appropriated British oil properties. It is afraid 
the "hotheaded" British may make the mistake 
of pouring troubled waters on Iranian oil, 
thereby creating an explosive mixture. It sus- 
pects that the Iranian nationalists are taking 
thoir directions from the Kremlin. 


Meanwhile, the "cool-headed" British are 


continuing to worry lest the United States do 
something that might add to the explosive mix- 
ture already bubbling in Korea, where the 
Kremlin's direction also Is visible. 


The Soviet Union has an agreement with 


Iran which would provide an excuse to go to 
war if British troops tried to protect national 
oil interests. It is the same kind of agreement 
that makes Britain fearful of United Nations 
military action against Red China on Chinese 
soil. 


Perhaps in the course of events a British 


equivalent of the great American debate over 
Asiatic policy will air in Parliament the same 
issue over the Middle East—whether to risk 
giving the Kremlin the excuse it may be look- 
ing for to go to war, or whether to risk giving 
the Kremlin what it wants without going to 
war. 


How To Fix A Fixer 


Fixing the outcome of a sports contest in 


Ohio is about to become a crime punishable 
by five years in prison, and a $10,000 fine. 
It 


is pointed out by the sponsors of the bill, which 
has passed both houses of the Ohio General 
Assembly, that their purpose is to avert the 
kind of a scandal which rocked New York City 
basketball last winter. 


But the fact is that New York state had the 


benefit of a law making it a crime to meddle 
with the outcome of a sports contest. All in- 
vestigations, indictments and prosecutions were 
made under the law. It did not avert trouble, 
unfortunately. 
It only gave law enforcement 


a way to deal with the consequences of trouble. 


The source of the trouble was a wide-open 


gambling set-up which flourished on the ne- 
glect of law enforcers, and the curious ignor- 
ance of certain educational authorities who 
claimed they did not know that professional 
gamblers had moved in on basketball. 


Ohio has passed another) law in the hope of 


keeping something from happening. But the 
thing it wants to avert will happen anyway, 
unless everybody stays wide awake, 


There's « new intimacy be- 


tween President Truman and his 
old labor friends who, only a few 
weeks ago, had sent word that 
they cared little what happened 
to him politically in 1952. 


This friendship means that a 


Truman-labor coalition will de- 
cide just how this country pre- 
pares for war.

Hence 
there is a tendency to question 
whether he is right now. 


The general told the House 


armed services committee in Oc- 
tober, 1949, that, because of the 
use 'of the atom bomb, he never 
expected to see another large- 
scale amphibious landing. 


But In less than two years he 


was proved wrong—the United 
States was compelled to use large 
and powerful units of its Navy 
to protect a large-scale landing in 
Korea involving at that time at 
least 100,000 troops. 


General Bradley was one of 


the members of the joint chiefs 
who, because of their confidence 
in a one-weapon strategy—the 
atom bomb— voted against the 
building of a large-sized 
naval 


carrier on the ground that the 
U.S. Air Force would be ade- 
quate to take care of strategic air 
warfare. 


Since that time the Navy has 


had to take out of mothballs 
many aircraft carriers and Con- 
gress has authorized the construc- 
tion of a large-sized carrier on 
the direct recommendation of the 
joint chiefs of staff. The Navy's 
aircraft carriers have participated 
regularly in both strategic and 
tactical warfare for 10 months in 
Korea. 


TWO YEARS ago, when Gen- 


eral Bradley and some of his 
associates were testifying before 
the House armed services com- 
mittee, the doctrine was being 
espoused 
that 
intercontinental 


bombers — needing no overseas 
bases—would take care of an 
enemy forthwith by bombing 70 
of its cities. 


Today the military men at the 


Pentagon, including G e n e r a l 
Bradley, are telling the congres- 
sional committees who are in- 
vestigating the MacArthur episode 
that the United States must not 
offend its European allies because 
overseas bases are absolutely es- 
sential to American defense of 
Europe. 


Off The Record 


General Bradley also has testi- 


fied this week that to adopt the 
MacArthur strategy "would in- 
volve us in the wrong war, at 
the wrong place, at the wrong 
time and with the wrong enemy". 


This alternative remark con- 


tradicts the testimony of Secre- 
tary Marshall. Presumably Gen- 
eral Bradley was referring to a 
war against Red China as the 
"wrong enemy". 
General Mar- 


shall testified that, if the Mac- 
Arthur proposal! were adopted, 
America might become involved 
in a war with Russia—presum- 
ably the "right enemy". He said 
that Russia might feel obligated 
to join Red China because of a 
mutual assistance pact. He also 
said, in effect, that Russia was 
really the No. 1 enemy of the 
United States. 


General Bradiey's testimony In 


the famous B-36 hearings in 1949 
indicated a belief that the next 
war would be fought in Europe 
and that, for all practical pur- 
poses, the Pacific wasn't going to 
be an area of war. 


Since that time the Pacific ha« 


come into the picture very defi- 
nitely as a war area and the U.S. 
Navy has used lots of warships 
and 
personnel 
to protect 
the 


transportation of troops and sup- 
plies to the Far East. 


THE 
OBSESSION 
of 
many 


military men here is that the 
enemy will obligingly pick out as 
the place for the start of a war 
the exact spot that the defending 
country expects him to attack. 


This was the state of mind, too, 


ot our military men at the time 
of Pearl Harbor. 
All the top 


commanders here, both in the 
Army and the Navy, predicted 
that if Japan struck, it would be 
in the Far East or in south'east 
Asia. Japan refused to oblige 
our strategists and chose Pearl 
Harbor instead, inflicting severe 
losses on our ships and men and 
on our shore installations.

These two commanders were 


never court-martialed because too 
much of the blame would have 
had to be shared by the high 
commanders in Washington. 


It is, of course, irritating to 


the one-weapon school of thought 
to hava the Kremlin pick out 
the Far East ai a place to present 
its challenge. 


Logically, th« Kremlin should 


have started long before this a 
war 
against 
Yugoslavia. 
This 


would have fitted in with the one- 
area war concept held here. Un- 
fortunately, Moscow has chosen 
the Far East and southeast Asia 
as the places to start her conquest. 
While everyone here concedes 
that Russia is behind Red China, 
it still is assumed that a "local" 
war can be fought in Korea. Mos- 
cow may have its own ideas on 
how to prolong that war indefi- 
nitely. 


To understand the fallacy of 


General Bradiey's quip, it is only 
necessary to search for a single 
case in the history of military 
operations wherein the defending 
country was fully prepared to 
fight the right war, in the right 
place, at the right time. 


Enemies 
do not operate so 


obligingly. And that's why global 
defense is necessary. And global 
defense nowadays means effective 
resistance in both Asia and Eu- 
rope.

—The "back of Communist pow- 
er" in Hollywood has been brok- 
en, In the opinion of Roy M. 
Brewer, representative of the In- 
ternational Alliance of Theatrical 
and Stage Employees (A.F.L.) 


Mr. Brewer thus summed up 


to the House un-American ac- 
tivities committee yesterday what 
he said was an almost success- 


ful Red program to capture the 
movie industry In the 1940's for 
world-wide propaganda purposes. 


Mr. Brewer, spokesman for the 


union of 17,000 "back lot" work- 
ers in Hollywood, was called back 
before the committee today to re- 
sume an account of what he des- 
cribed as Communist efforts to 
"divide and rule" the .motion pic- 
ture labor movement. 


By Jt» "front" activities, Mr. 


Brewer said, the party once was 
successful "beyond 
the widest 


scope of imagination" in creating 
a favorable atmosphere In Holly- 
wood for its. purposes. 


He told the committee yester- 


day that the successful union 
fight led by his union (I.A.T.S.E.) 
against the rival conference of 
studio unions in 1945-46 shatter- 
ed a two-part plan "by agents of 
the Soviet Union" to bring both 
workers and the "talent guilds" 
under Communist control. 


He credited the House commit- 


tee'* 1947 hearings on commun- 
ism in Hollywood with putting 
the capstone on that defeat. 


Since 1947, he declared, "the 


Communist party movement in 
Hollywood has been on the de- 
fensive". And he asserted the 
present committee hearings "are 
completing the job started in 
1947". 


"We feel this committee is do-

600 Executives Rush 
To Washington For 
Data On 30-35% Cut 


WASHINGTON, May 18 (AP) 


—The leaders of 57 major civil- 
Ian industries were called here 
today to hear the government's 
plans for cutting their metal sup- 
ply by 30 to 35 per cent below 
pre-Korea levels. 


Upwards of 600 business exec- 


utives, or slightly more than 10 
for each industry, were assem- 
bled on 48 hours' notice by the 
National Production Authority. 


The actual orders cutting auto- 


mobiles, refrigerators, 
washing 


machines and other durable goods 
are expected shortly. They will 
take effect July 1. 


Plans for aluminum and copper 


cuts also will be unfolded. These 
probably will be deeper than the 
steel cuts, but the rate of output 
of passenger cars and most other 
civilian items will be governed 
mainly by the steel supply. 


Thr whole program is aimed 


at squeezing civilian consumption 
so that the N.P.A. can go ahead 
July 1 with its controlled ma- 
terials plan for making direct, 
guaranteed allocations of metal 
to munitions producers and de- 
fense-essential industry. 


Officials said the cuts would be 


heavier except for record-break- 
ing expansion of the steel indus- 
try. The Iron and Steel Institute 
announced today that April pro- 
duction hit a new high of 8,832,- 
000 tons. 


The meeting was unprecedent- 


ed in that the N.P.A., when it 
has bad news to talk over, nor- 
mally calls in the single indus- 
try advisory committee affected 
and has a closed-door session. 


Today only the auto industry 


got a closed hearing. The other 
56 were to assemble in the Com- 
merce 
Department auditorium. 


For the first time, reporters were 
invited.

the sam^ for all—production of- 
ficials have decided civilian goods 
producers must be cut about 
one-third from their pre-Korea 
usage of steel.
